"The wood lias all to lie brought 
down from iho bills on lltUe irain 
lino.?, and ii requires .strong ,jncn for 
that worlc,.,^ It's Jmi)osql.blo-, tp getwlilte 
inon,-i|n' 'a'ff'thei-fourteon ye'ars that i 
have been in the businesB'I have only 
had a white man lo work for me 
once,— and the t'liinamen are getting 
•.■.II iiidepcndeni that they only Work 
when they feel they Want to. They 
are not fiblised to work they say, for 
lol.s of them have licen engaged and 
jnild beforehand by the canneries. In 
order to gel Clilnamen X have to pay 
.$80 and J:i0 a month, and even at that 
price 1 ean'l gel them to ^vork eon- 
tinuonsly." 

"How much wood have .voti got on 
hand at present'.'" Mr, Painter was 
asked, 

"About fifty cords." 

".\nd how mu'clx have you orders 
I for','" ' , . 

"\Vell, at the lowest estimate I have 
orders on the books for fit least two 
liundred cords, and I've refused many 
other."." 

Inqiiiry at the Burt Bro.s. wood yard 
elicited much the same stor.v. In 
Ihe yards are about one hundred 
cords of wood, while on the books of 
the (inn arc orders far In advnnco of 
I'hat amount. ^Vhilo the Colonist re- 
porter was in the office, no fewer than 
six ladies called ■with orders for one, 
two and throe cords each, and all 
were sent away with the information 
that there was "no wood for sale. Some 
of tho ladies prptestod that they had 
no ^vood loft, arid that they simply had 
to have some fuel. Their pleadings 
made no difference iiowever; there was 
no wood to be obtained. 

"We've got between three anrl four 
thousand cords on Cobble Hill." the 
Colonist representative whs informed, 
"but wo can't get it, — labor is so 
scarce and the deep .''now prohibits nil 
hauling." Messr.'=. Hurt Bros, are now 
making efforts to rush n number of 
.sleighs to tlie wood piles in the forest. 
The snow is deep and dry, and It Is 
lioped that It may be found possible 
to haul out at least onousli to rellove 
the oxlremo shortage that prevails In 
the town at the present timeC 

Similar scarcity prevails at all the 
other wood yards in the city.— in fact 
yesterday not a stick was obtainable, 
all ttiero was, havinjf been ordered In 
advance, and pro.spocts were not much 
better for today. At .1. E. Griec's wood 
yard are several dozen I'ords of mil! 
\\(iod, and altliough this variety of 
fufl is not n.'iuaily much in favor, it 
is selling rapidly at the present time. 
All Iho wood dealers say that there Is 
plenty of wood In tho forests but- that 
so long as labor remains as short as It 
now is, and the pncnv continues to lie 
on tho ground, It will be impossible to 
get it into to\vn. Some of Ihe dealer."! 
have wired to Olicniainus for ."«lab 
wood from the mills there, and Were 
In hopes of recoil vlng several car-loads 
toda.v. Meanvvhlle the price of Wood 
has gone up 50c per cord, and is now 
$r..r.o. 

Jleanwhlle the coal dealers are do- 
ing a splendid trade. Tlie reconl cold 
snai) has created a keen demand for 
fur.], ;ind lacking -wood tlic houi^e- 
holder.s are tiirnhig to coal. So far 
thn merchants hav.- not had to refuse 
an\- iirdors, but th'-y ndniil that tliey 
,ir'^ innning things rather close, and 
thai ihn supplv of coal coming in from 
the mines to the cit\- is not so largo 
.■IS Ihe.v ^^■o^lld like to see it. "Coal 
hnsn't been .-o short in Victoria for 
tueni\- yi>.irs as it is today," said a 
well kiuiwii local dealer to the Colonist 
vcsterdis.y. 

Hail & Walker and J. Klngham are 
distributing over the city somethlnR 
like two hundred tons daily. From the 
■\VellinBton mines. :\Iessrs. Hall & 
Walker are receiving every day from 
two to three car loads of coal, rn 
amount which i? "nly just f;tifficl''nt 
lo covor the demand, and In.ives the 
liins empty ».i'^ry night. In fact, there 
jo vlr^unllv no reserve of coal in ^'ie- 
loriii at the pro."ient tlm'^ ann tiie 
hearths of the city are being supplied 
every day direct from the mines. 
.'^iHiuld anyth;}ig h"ppen to cut off 
communication between the mines and 
the city, for a few days, before the 
merchants had had time to establish 
a reser\'o oE coal, a serious fnelKhort- 
age would result.

Jlr. Jlarjiole arrived in tlie city on 
Monday night, hMit on making some ar- 
riingeinenls lor thii slilpinent oC coal to 
^'aneouver, where lie states fliat the iit- 
nio^it shortngc of fuel prevails. Thanks 
Id his eQ'orts ii .scow carrying throe hun- 
dred and (ifty tons will learo for the 
Mainland from Dtiiisiiitiir & Sons' col- 
lieries today, while on Friday two oth- 
ers will cross llu! Gulf, bringing the to- 
tal amount up' to one tliou.sund tons. 

"The tlionsand tons will enable us lo 
answer our most tirfjeiit order.-j, and will 
make it iiosslble for us to kei;)) tilings 
going until tlie collii'ries are able to in- 
crease ilii'ir output." said !Mr. !Mar- 
pole. "'.Mr. rjiinsimiir lias promised me 
lliiit llie supply of coal for Vancouver 
will be kept up hereafter, aud 1 have 
iiu J'ear ot fuel becoming again so short 
as it has been for the last few days. " 

Mr. JjiTarpole stated that the undue 
.shortage- Is due to sickness at the mines, 
where fully ten per rcttt of the men are 
laid up by hi grippi'.

THE FUEL SHORTAGE 

To talk about a fuel iaiuiiio in Vic- 
toria is a goocl deal like the reference 
In "Nothlns to Wear" of Uio loUil tle.s- 
titutlon of Brussels point lace, \vhicli 
the philanthropist Uiscovercd in sev- 
eral liontcs on Fifth Avenue. There is 
onoiiBli rubbish l.ving around \vitliln 
two nille.s of tho City Hall to Ueep ev- 
ery lioii.'ielicUl supplied with fuel until 
next suiiiiner, but out In tlil.s part of 
the world we have tho Idea that un- 
less everything is of the very finest 
quality, we (ire belnh; verys{^adly uaei. 
If the day should ever come, when wo 
did not have tho best of coal in jual 
the right sizes to burn In Uitelien 
stoves and open grates, we Would 
think the end of all things was about 
to' come, and to suggest .that any one 
should burn any kind of wood except 
ti.o best tiuallty of llr and oak Would 
be to invite derision. If we had just 
a little dose of what other people have 
lo put uj) with, perhaps we would not 
so around ;;lilvcring, when the nier- 
eury gct.s down below freezing Just 
to see how it will lit part of the iher- 
rnpmcter, and'AVondering what we will 
do to prevent a fuel famine. Sut there 
is a fuel .sliortage all over tlie West, 
and wc need not be .surprised if Vic- 
toria lias to part with a little of Its 
itbui\dance to. help less favored local- 
ities out." 

The principal reason for this short- 
age, which in some places is very like 
a fuel famine, is tlie increase in the 
population.ycpupled vvlth. ,;the Jaclt 
of labor. Another " reason is to be 
found in tho fact that the mines in tho 
Ktato of Wasliington- arc Ijoing rap- 
idly exhausted. The local coal output 
of tliat 'state is not .nearly enough to 
meet the' requirements of tho growing 
population. What was a .su!)orabun- 
dance when, tor example. Seattle was 
a city of loss than 50,000 people, and 
that Avas. only ton years ago, is noth- 
ing like enough for that city, now that 
it contain.^ more than "00,000 people. 
Ten years ago there were onl.v a few 
small factories there; now there are 
• niany large ones. Meanwhile the coal 
output has not anything liltc kept pace 
with the (leniand lor it. and the result 
is that tlio Han l-'ranci.scu market lias 
been compelled to drav.' more largely 
than over upon British Columbia. In 
our own province tho rapid growth of 
\'aiieouver lias of eourse led to a great 
increase in tho demand for loal. and 
the same thing is true, though to a 
loss extent, oi; Victoria. In regard to 
the wood supply, there Is plenty of 
that standing in nearby forcst.s, hut 
the men to cut it arc; )iotj iivailable, 
and if the\- were tho wood would 
be ' too green -.to bo ■ first class fuel. 
;Morcovor some of the available stand- 
iiit? tinilicr is not ncai' enouph town 
111 enalile woiid (le;iler.s to |)a.\- tlie 
freight in addition to tlie cost of set- 
ting it to tho cars and sell it at a 
price' that has heretofore been ob- 
tnlnahle. 

fn .Middle Canada the reason of the 
Hliortagc i.s probably two-fold; the in- 
crease of population and the niin<^is'! 
strike. Perhaps also an unusiiallj j 
cold winter liaK bad sonietKing (o do 
Willi i:. III llie .Northwestern Slates 
generally the shortage is priiicliially 
,duo tOij tUe failure of the supply to 
keep pace w-lth the increase in ))onii- 
latioii and rucd-etinsiiininK liulii.strie.s. 

The conL-ldor;itlons arising out of 
t)io facts as sot forth above are of tho 
greatest importance to British Colum- 
bia. This province has an Immense 
store of coal, loealerl in a j^roat muii- 
lier of jilaecs. llritish Cohniiljia is 
really the great source of fuel for the 
whole western part of the. Continent, 
oxcluslvo of siicIi' part 'as 'Bhnir obtain 
Us supply from AUjerla. 'J'bis menn.s 
a reRiiiii rxtnidinK I nun .\hisKu on the 
north to the IsLhmus of i'anania on the 
south. In tills fact a|ono...thet;e'i8 the 
basis of great and ondiirlng^prosperity. 



THE LIBERAL MEETING 

The feeling among Ihc ].,lbcrals yes- 
terday was not one of elation. Tlieir 
mass mooting in tho Victoria theatre 
was not an unqualified success. 'jMucli 
\\/t\a oxpoctod by thom from Mr. Mc- 
Jnnes, and he did not "nuike good." lie 
laileii to Jirouso the entliusla.sin of his 
aiullence, but seemed rather to bo feel- 
ing his way. This at least is tho opin- 
ion expressed by some of these present, 
who were by no means dl.sposcd to take 
ail uiifaverabin view of the ex-t'om- 
missloncr's re-entry Into local polities. 
Thoro la a very good reason for this 
and it is to bo found in tlio fact thai 
not even a niagnotlc speaker Ilko Mr. 



Mclnnes can galvanize a political 
corpse into even a semblance of life. 
Wliatovor • ii^rospectsUho Liberal' Party, 
may have liad-'in local politics a few 
years ago have been sacrUlced by a 
policy of drift. Political leaders to 
bo successful must do something more 
than look wise. ; They ,iiiust talk'some- 
thlng else than scandal. They miist 
show an ability to originate something 
more than slanders. During the last 
three and a half y6ars, while tho gov- 
ernmoht has boon grappling with dlf- 
nbult problems and handling them suc- 
cessfully, while tho country has been 
steadily advancing along every line, 
tho Opposition have contented thom- 
solvos wlthj scolding. Probably, if the 
truth' 'were' known, this was the true 
reason of Mr. Mclnnes' abandonment 
ot; tho legislature for an office in tho 
Yukon. He saw that the Opposition as 
constituted .was . politicaUy. hopeless. 
Wliat he ^aw every bhe elso saw; and 
It is too late now to make a change. 
While tho ex-conimlssloner naturally 
spoke wltli a confident tone, it was 
evident enough that he does not feel 
the confidence which he tries to ex- 
hibit; and this la tho true inwardness 
of his failure to stir up his audience 
on Monday night to that degree of in- 
terest, which usually . characterisps 
public meetings tit which he 'is a prin- 
cipal speaker. It Is all very well to 
saj', as some of his friends do, that 
to see liini at his best he must have 
opposition, but when a man enters po 
lltleal life and asks the people to en 
trust tho control of affairs in his 
hands, the people have a right to ex 
peet of him something more than ora- 
torical pugilism. They have a right 
to look to him for the presentation of 
an affirmative case, wliich will com 
mand their attention and enlist their 
support. This neither Mr. Macdonnld 
nor Mr. Mclnnes presented to Monday 
night's meeting. Tho only new thing 
they said was something about irrlga 
tlon. and even in regard, to this the 
Colonist was weeks ahead of tliem. 

Tho dilfieulty under which the 
gentleiuen named are laboring arises 
from the fact that they have no case, 
and they know they Have none. We 
do not say that a good case could not 
have been prepared for submission to 
the electorate, a case which might 
have given the government all it could 
do to meet; but It would have had to 
be a constructive case, not merely a 
miscellaneous collection oi" nonsensical 
criticisms. If after the last general 
election the Liberal Party had de- 
voted itself to a study of tlie needs 
of tho province, if its loaders had 
presented proposals to the people, eith- 
er In the legislature, on the public 
platform or through the columns of 
their newspapers, which would attract 
attention, if when the question of bet- 
ter terms came up they liad lent their 
aid to the Premier Instead of seeking 
to create at Ottawa a sentiment hos- 
tile to him, they might have come be- 
fore the eleclofs now with somb rea- 
.sonable hope of success. But these 
are the very things that they did not 
do. They have been astute to discover 
\va\ s ot showing themselves up to tho 
country as mere fault-finders and 
scandaf-mongers. The result is that 
they llnd themselves a few weeks b'j- 
fore the election in the same position 
as the^foollsh virgins. The oil of slan- 
der has given out and they cannot rc- 
1111 their lamps. This was why Mon- 
day nlgbt'.s nieeling was a disaiipoint- 
ment to the Liberals themselves. This 
Is why among 'Other things, the elec- 
torate of this city is going to elect 
Conser\atlvc candidates. A jiarty 
that 'misses Us opjiortunity must take 
the conse(|iiences, and the Liberals 
ha\-o \\ueful)y missed theirs.

surdity lo "forever afier vesl" only the 
water which is diverted and parted with 
to tho coiisiiiners in piirsuaiu'C of llie 
nadertakinj:. .Nor, a])parciilly, does it 
do to say iliat wlial is "forever" vested, 
is a Iheon.'lical <iuanluni, as the qiian- 
liim is ^•onslalllly varyiuj,' in vohiiiie.

On the vrhole; -I'^finnlt the best solu- 
tion of the problem is to be sot not l)y 
dissecting any portion of the legisla- 
tion too minutely, but by surveying the 
whole together.

I think that tho lejislature intonded not 
to -mnke a gniiil in terms vif tho 
"waters" — which of course it could (lo 
if il chose— bill . what for most ])urposes 
aiiiouiils to Ihe same thin^', to confer 
an exclusive license to use them from 
lime lo time and al all limes I'or the 
purposes of Ihe nuderta kin;;, -which look 
effei.'t in relation to any parlicular 
water from Ihe time lh,nt all oiilstandinK 
interesis in respncl of siicli water were 
acquired by Ihe coiiipaiiy; and 1 think a 
stronpr argumciiL in favor of this view 
is the presence of the conditions im- 
posed in fayor of Ihe city in the coni- 
liany's act of ISO'2. 

It is obvious lh.ll so 1nn^' as iho^e 
conditions remain in foree no one else 
cniild he iierinilleil lo interfere with the 
walers unless ihey -were also to he per- 
mitled to iiiit Ihe.enmpany in .ieopardy 
of losing its franchise under the act. ;ind 
of bavinu' ils iinderiakiiis destroyed be- 
eausi> of il.s iniibilii.v to carry oid the 
ciaKlilions by reason of llie interference. 

II certainly could not have been Ihe in- 
lentioii of' the lesi^hitiire to leave il 
open to any iii-rsou to come in and say 
lo Ihe conipany that il n'lUSt take its 
water from {iohL'trenm from above a 
eeriain imiiil lo supply the water that 
miKhi be demanded by tlic'city, because 
he intended lo take water from below 
that point.

By sec- 
lion 10, lifter Rpproprintton, etc., tho 
liuids, privilcReH nnd waters bccftine 
vested in the company. The company 
exercised tliose statutory rishls. 

•In lSi)2 the IcEisl.Ttnrc Imd before 
them the wliole (pipstion of the water 
rij,'hts within Ihe province, for nt the 
session of that year, tlie Water I'rivil- 
OKCs Act lieiiiK chapter -tT of tlie stat- 
utes of 1S'.>2, was passed, as well as a 
iiumlicr of acts incorponitiuK' water 
works coinpaiiies, electric li^ht couipaii- 
ics and power coinnanies. Tho plaintiffs 
and dcfoiuiants were both then before 
the legislature, as ovi<lenced by the Act 
to Amend llie Esquimau Water Works 
Company's Act of 1883, chapter Bl of 
the acts of 1S!)2 and tho Act to Amend 
(he Victoria Water Works Act' of 1873, 
beiuh' chapter M of tlio nets of 1802. 

The Water Privileges Act;in its Vro- 
nmiile states that tlie infcntion is to de- 
fine and regulate tlie powers of com- 
lianies incorporated under special act, or 
otherwise for coustructiug- and main- 
la iniiij; water works nnd electrical 
works, !iud bavins power to divert, ap- 
propriate iind use stronnis of water for 
motive iiurposes. SecMiou "J enacts that 
the "risht to tlio use of all water nt any 
time in any river watercourse, lake or 
stream not beiug a navigable river or 
otherwise under the exclusive .iiirisdic- 
tion of the parliament of Caii.a.la, was 
deelariMl to lie vested in the crown in 
I the riKlit of till' province, and save in 
i the exercise of any le;;al ri^'ht exintinK 
at tho lime of such diversion or appro- 
liriatinii. no person shall divert or ap- 
pnuiriate any water from any river, etc., 
exceptin;; under the provisions of this 
act or some other act already or here- 
.iftcr to be passed. 

When this net was before tlie le:,'isln- 
ture, the riplits of the plnintia' company 
had not been extended to Goldstream. 
Doubtless the fact that the legislatmo 
proposed passlnp; sucli an enactment be- 
ill!,' known to tlie plaintiffs led them to 
secure the snbseqnent nmendmcnls o/ 

Tlie preamble to tlie Company .s 
Amending Act of tliat year, shows the 
iuteiition of tlic leRislature to be to Kive 
the company power to improve llieir 
water works system by an exvcnsioii of 
their operations to (loldstreani, ami to 
divert ami appnM"''n<(' ''■'^ waters for 
coiivpvauce to Ihe town of Ksqniuialt 
and "tiic peninsula desi'rihed in their 
original act. but in sections 1, '.1 and 10. 
Ilu- ri^'lils of the city of Victoria ni 
those waters are rpcoKni/.ed. and those 
of the conipimv are siihordinate thereto. 

.V.L'aiii, there does not appear in the 
aiiieiiiliii^' acl any vesliusr c-Iaiise similar 
to that in section II) of the company s 
orieiiinl acl. 

The amendment lo the City Water 
Works Act, passed also at this seraion, 
tieins cliapter 51 of the^ nets' of /ISn^, 
does not cut down any. riglUs. given tli^a 
city in 187:J. In section 6, power is 
given the city to lay pipes and carry 
w.iter through Goldslream district. 

And bv section 14, (be city is pro- 
hihitod from distributiuR water within 
the area where tlie plnintiff comiiaiiy 
have the riglit under their act to distrib- 
ute water. Thus again showuiR the 
limits within which the plaintiffs are 
cniUiiied in their operations. Tipoii the 
passing of the amendment to llieir act. 
the plaiiitilTs imrchajiod from the ripar- 
ian owners on ( I dIiIsI ream then' lands, 
and pi'oceciled and Imill reservoir, etc. 

b'rom 1.S02 unlil LS'.IT the IcKi.slatiire 
did not deal with Ibe water Jiiimstiou. 
In the iallcr year a compreiiensive ami 
exclusive law was passed >;overnui!.' llie 
jjrantiiis: of water rinlils and privileges 
and re-ulatioK the enjoyment and nsc 
tliercof, known as the Water Clauses 
Consoli.latiun .\ei, ISO". Section 
aHeuipts to define •■unrecorded water. 
Included in that definition is water "nol 
used for a beiieticial purpose. Doubt- 
less water niav he used benelicially m a 
miinber of ways, Init iu.wlintevpr l.--" 
li. ial wav it is used, say by the plaintill 
coniiiaiiv, it must be in manner auih- 
,ni/.<-d i'v their not of incorporation. 
The plaintiff company, not being a pow- 
er compauv, are iirecluded from per- 
forming LllC functions of a power coin- 
panv. So tlint any use of the water ol 
Coldstreuni by the plaintiffs, pnrsnaiil 
to their contract witli the H. ( . I'-lc''- 
tiic Itailwav Co., is ultra vires, and the 
water so used cannot be said to be useil 
for a lienelicial purpose. The learned 
trial jad-o finds that no beneficial use 
is or was made of Ihc (bildstrenm waiter 
except under their eontriict with lae 
tram company in 18ns. Tl'al the legis- 
lature did not iuteiid to confer ouy such 
power upon the plaiiiliIVs as they are 
exercising: <iii Coldstream, seems to me 
ma nifest. 

Tin: ihictritie id ultra vires ns enun- 
ciated ill A ttoniey-l leneral vs. rireat 
Eastern Uaibvay Cnniiiaiiy. A. C. -ISl, 
was fallowed in a very recent case A(- 
lorney-Cenc-al vs. Mersoy Uailway 
Cdiiipiiuy, dicided liy llie Court of .\\t- 
pral nil tile "illi Deeeniber, 1!)00, nnd re- 
ported in il;p 'I'inies, London, of tliut 
dale, 't'bat principle is: "'iMint where 
there is nn net of parliament creating n 
rorporntion l-)r a particular purpose and 
giving power."! for the pnrticninv pnr- 
p^ise, what i: does not expressly or im- 
pliedly anfhoi'izcfs Is to be taken to be 
proliibitcd." 

And Vanglian AVilliams, I>, .T., in the 
latter case, snys that: "You ought to 
give a wider cnstruetion to tlie words 
of a luemoraudum of associnfion creat- 
ing and liefiiiing tlie jiowers of a purely 
comincrcial comiiany having no compul- 
sory iKMvcrs niid no monopoly, tiian you 
wouhl give to flic words of a statute 
creating a company like a railway com- 
pany, liavii);-' compulsory powers of land 
purchase and a practical monopoly,'' 

Were llii> plaintiff's contention to pre- 
vail, Ihc coiniiany wonjil have n practi- 
cal miiiiiipoly. 

Apfilying' tlioso princrple;: to the co-v 
paiiy's "charter of its rights," it must 
be held to be contiiied In the main pur- 
pose of ils act, and restricted in ijs 
operalinii to the area defined tliei'eb' 
The supplying of water from 
stream to an electric tram comiiaii' 
enable it to niierate its line of rni!-. 
beyond those ijiescrilied limits is, in my 
mind, clearly ultra vires. (N'Ide. sees, 
l.'i and 24 of tho riaiutiff's Act of l;S!l2i. 

If (his view be rijilit, and coupling it 
witli tho fact . tiiRt the plaintiffs have 
made iib. u^c wliatcver of'tM ■wntcr of 
Goldatrenm .for a period of thirteen 
ysnrs.ii. e;, ,froin 1885 to. 1898^ I c.nnnot 
discern .wltfit status they Jiavo to nco)! 
an - lujiuiction or even a dcclnrntinn of 
tlicir rights in this respect, llie legis- 
Inllire Ims made ample provi.sioii for (be 
protection of (he public ns well ns priv- 
ate corporations in circumstances such 
as exist in this case. 

True, tho company, instead of exer- 
cising its powers of expropriation in ro- 
sriect to tJoldstreani, ivirehased the ri- 
nari.nu land-s, and therefore claim they 
have acquired an absolute rigbl to or 
property in tbe water. 

The purchase of lauds gave the com- 
pany uo greater rights tlinu the owners 



possessed, viz., the right to the unin- 
terrupted, undiminished; unpolluted ' flow 
of the water past their lands, so .that 
it could bo enjoyeil for the puriioses in- 
cidental to their -ownership. The coni- 
paiiy purchased .?til»oso ' lauds Bolely by 
virtue of tlio litelted diithority given 
them, by their A"ct of Incorporation, nnd 
for no other purpose, however^Taried 
tlio other purposes to -lylllcli'iflieHauds 
and water coiild otherwise'^ bd'putV 

The positiou of the company, os com- 
pared to that of the ripnnhn owner, as 
to the use of tlie water, is reversed. The 
riparian owner had the water as nn in- 
cident to liis right to the lan<l. The coni- 
pany have acquired the land as nn in- 
cident to their right in Ihe water. But 
in the present cnse, those incident- 
al rights in this pnrticiilar wnter are 
subject to that of the city. The rights 
or licQii.se claimed, are not nbHolute nnd 
exclusive as against the defendants. The 
company in dealing with realty are re- 
stricted to the acquisition, of such lands 
as may be required for the purposes con- 
templated by the Icgislnture: Duke of 
Devonshire vs. tPnttinson (1887) 20 Q. 
B. D., 203; The Queen vs. Bobcrtson 
(1882) S. C. R.. 58, p. 04, per 
Gvrynne, J. . - 

In the. ;Vlew I. take, the waters of 
Goldstrenm are" "imrecorded waters." It 
follows Uint the i city niny apply under 
the provisions of the Water Clnus-.s 
Act for a record of water in Clold- 
sti'cnniT 'I'he commissioner, in consider- 
ing that application must liiivc regard 
to nil the circumstances iiifeiideJ b.\ the 
legislature, including any rights of the 
plaintiff there. The city in making this 
applicutiou, arc. in my opinion, pursu- 
ing just such a course ns was cont.em- 
plateil bv the Icgisbiture in. passing the 
\Vater Clauses Act,- vi-/.: ■ Complying 
with the obligation to' reeogni/.e the 
right of the legislature to preserve their 
departmental supervision over the jii.s- 
liositioii of such an important public 
utifity as water. The state of the law 
before 1S07 respecting wnter wns un- 
satisfactory, and liy passing the Wnter 
Clauses Consolidation Act the_ legisla- 
ture attempted to remedy e.xisting de- 
fects therein, Tliey niiist therefore be 
held to have intended to limit existing 
companies very strictly to their corpor- 
ate powers. 

I would allow tlie appeal. 

Rex vs. Bruce (Before Irving. Mor- 
rison and Clement JJ.)— This was n 
motion for leave to nppenl to the su- 
premo court en banc on a point of law 
In a criminal prosecution. 

.■\t/ the comincnc(?ment of tho pro- 
ceedings the court was comjiosed of 
Irving, JIartin, Morrison and Clement, 
.IJ., but Mr. .Justice Blartin raised the 
(luestion of rule 10(3 of the Rules ol 
Court, toot), which vests in the chief 
justice the duty of assigning the lienr- 
liig of cases to tho different judgo.s, 
iind generally to contml tho conduct 
of tho affairs of tU6 administration of 
justice, Mr. Justice MartiK said he had 
not been assigned to tills case, and 
said be would withdraw, as under the 
terms 'of the rule the court must be 
composed of not more tlmn ihree 
judges. His Lordship then withdrew. 

The case then proceeded. iMr. S. .S. 
Tuvlor, K. C. rcproscnllng the prisoner, 
stated that the latter had boon charged 
drst with murder, but was acquitted, 
and was then brought up on a, charge 
of inflicting grievous bodily harm, on 
which he was convicted. There had 
been a .itruggle be.tweon the prisoner 
and the deceased, In which the latter 
was Injured, two ribs being broken. He 
caught pneumonia betweop the time of 
the preliminary hearing; before tho 
magistrate and the Hiial; and died. 
Hence the charge- oiHmurder, 

At the trial among other evidence 
given was that of the constable who 
made tho arrest, and who, when ar- 
resting prisoner sald.tp him "I arrest 
.von for assaulting old man JT.cOarvey." 
On the way to the court, he further 
said: "I have no use for a man who 
will kick and bite an old man." After 
llio iiroliminar.v liearing. while on the 
way to Nelson gaol, he told pris- 
.•):;cr tb.at tlvj ol,! imm would llUoly die. 
Mr. Taylor siiljniitt<.'d that the act of 
arrest and luittlng- handcuffs on the 
prisoner, coupled with niaUlng that 
statement, without any previous cau- 
tion, was sufficient inducement from 
a person In authority to speak on the 
subject of tho arrest; tliat the second 
remark on the way after tho arrest 
was a further Inducement, and an Ju- 
dication that tlio constable wanted the 
prisoner to speak li\' "penl,\- accusing 
iilm; and that tho statciiuMit tli.-it the 
man would lik'^l.v die, made after llie 
preliminary hearing, was too remote 
from the caution given by the magis- 
trate, to be connected with that lime 
and place. 

Prisoner had, in answer to the first 
of the st.'itcments, asked wliat tho 
probabfo fine would be for the offence; 
and In reply to the remark that the 
man would likely die, liad said: "I 
supposcr I'll get I,'i' years for this. Per- 
haps I'd belter gel a lawyer for I 
know nothing of this business," lo 
which the constable said: "Vou'd bet- 
ter." 

Mr. Taylor submitted that the trial 
judge, in this case the chief justice, 
should not liavo allowed the cvid-'ico 
of these statements to go to the jury, 
and if they wore not admissible, then 
the conviction and sentence should 
be set aside. 

Mr. Maclean, K. C, (0. A. (;.) for 
tho crown, was not called upon, nnd 
the court dismissed the motion on the 
ground that here there was no induce- 
ment whatever to the prisoner to talk. 

Kaniye ot nl vs. C. P. Tt. — (Before 
Hunter C. .1., Irving and Clement, JJ.) 
— This is an appeal from iMorrison J. 
on a question of ihe construction of a 
proclamation issued by the minister of 
the interior in pursuance of tho Immi- 
gration Act (Dominion.) It Is in re- 
sjiect of three Japanese who w<n'c or- 
dered to be deported on account of 
thoir being afflicted with a disease 
'■ailed trachoma. They applied by 
habeas corpus pj-occedings to Morri- 
son J. who, on the evidence before hini, 
camo to tho conclijislon that they were 
not sulforlng from the disease alleKod, 
and ordered them to bo discharsed 
from custody. 

The Dominion .government appealed, 
md tho question to be settled Is 
vhctber the proclamation by the mln- 
;t>:r is conclusive and the persons 
uiiplaining are deprived of any rem- 
■ l.v or acci^ss to the courts by way of 
iianeas corpus. 

Mr. D.'ivls, K. < for the appellant, 
■and Mr. Macdonell for the respoudunts. 

The court has .■jetlled on the L'l.st in- 
stant as the date for delivery of such 
judgments as are ready. 



JOSEPH CLEARIHUE DEAD 

Pioneer. Meroh'qnt of Victoria Passes 
Away Aftep ;Protpaotod Illness 

The death occurred last 'ovenlng at 
tho family residence, 166. Cadboro Bay 
rond, of Joseph Clearlhue, a former 
pioneer merchant of the city, aged 71 
years. Deceased was a native of 
Quebec. For many years the late Mr. 
Clearlhue conducted a general feed 
and produce store on Yates street, and 
at the time of the Xvlundiko rush wen: 
north In the trading business, in which 
he was not ver.y successful. He lins 
been a constant resident of the city 
ever since coming back from the 
northi .: butA la vei'y poor health, and 
some mbrtths ago he took to his bed, 
his' lllness'f^.termlpatlng fatally .yester- 
day; as anno'uncpd above, .The funeral 
arrangemehtis .bfive. not yet been made. 

Tho death occurred on Monday ev- 
ening at the family residence, Cedar 
Hill road of CJara Margaret, eldest 
daughter of Peter, and Ann Merrlman. 
Deceased was aonatlve. of • Victoria,' 
aged 22 years. • The funeral will take 
place from tho residence on Friday 
mjxt at 2 p. m. and at St. Luke's 
church, Cedar hill at 2:30 o'clock, tho 
interment taking place in Ross Bay 
cemetery. 

At the residence of his ,son the death 
occurred yesterday of Richard Phillips 
agod 74 years, a native of Cornwall, 
I'higland. Deceased who for many 
years was employed a.s storehouse man 
at ri. M, dockyard at iCsquimalt was 
one of tho pioneers of J872, The fu- 
neral will take pinco from the parlors 
of the B, C. Funeral Furnishing com- 
pany at half past two o'clock on 
Thursday. 

Tho dead body of T, Davis was dis- 
covered leaning on a chair in Iho 
kitchen of 113 View street at 2 o'clock 
yesterday by some neighbors who had 
been wondering what bad happened lo 
htm. Deceased was aged 77, a resi- 
dent of Victoria and an employee of 
the city corporation, and lived entire- 
ly alone. Death had apiiarently oc- 
curred very siiddenl>-. for It iijiiiears 
from tho position of the body that 
Davis was removing his Ijoots, and bis 
half smoked pipe was found on the 
floor close by tho stone wdiero it must 
have dropped, from his inoutli.

Journey. The boat waited lor the 
storm lo .stib.sidc, iind then proceeded 
on her .ioui-iiey, arriving; at the port 
of :\la7,aHan at (i o'clock Sunday 
ni.ght."
